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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
• The primary reasons for allowance for claims 9-20 are the inclusion of 
the limitations of a printing method and an Inkjet printer comprising the 
steps of establishing an equivalent color having a smaller amount of 
components than each of a plurality of requestable colors, and 
depositing a drop of ink for each component of a retrieved equivalent 
color to print the equivalent color in place of the requested color of a 
pixel. It is these limitations, either alone or combined as claimed, that 
have not been taught, found, or suggested by prior art.
